Gladstone police detective who 
helped investigate a recent child 
i sexual-abuse case against a teach- 
er faces three felony charges of sexual 
assault against a 18-year-oid girl 

Royce L. Wilson IIL a 15-year Glad- 
stone* Police Department veteran, is 
scheduled for arraignment April 23 in 
Clay County Circuit Court, court offi- 
cials said Monday. 

Kenneth A. Francis, director of public, 
safety for Gladstone, said Monday that 
Detective Wilson had been "placed on 



suspension without pay. 

"He'll remain in that status until the 
criminal charges are determined," Mr. 
Francis said. 

Detective Wilson, 39. was charged 
with one count of deviate sexual assault 
and two counts of sexual assault. He was 
freed on a total of 515,000 personal 
recognizance bond for the three charges, 
officials said. 

Clay County prosecutors charged that 
the alleged deviate sexual assault hap- 
pened between Dec. 1, 1934, and Jan. 31. 
1385; that one sexual assault happened
